“Once a month the ambassadors 
and ministers of all the American re- 
publics meet and are presided over 
by our secretary of state in the Pan- 
American building, and each repres- 
entative has-a chair ef his own, with 
the arms of his country carved on the 
back. Now, when these chairs were

ches. Among the shortest men are 
the South Italians, Sicilians and Sar- 
dinians, where the usual height is as 
low as five feet two inches, or five 
feet three inches. The lowest aver- 
age in England is found in the south- 
western parts and in Wales, ranging 
from five feet six inches to five feet 
seven and a half inches. In North- 
umberland it rises to five feet eight 
inches, and among the burly York- 
shiremen it even goes as high as five 
fect nine and a half inches.

How to Treat

In. the summer time it is not un- 
common for potiftry to get poisoned. 
The deaths are usually regarded as 
mysterfOus and inquiries ate seldom 
accompanied by details of symptoms 
sufficient to lead to definite conclus- 
fons. Poison usually sets up acute 
inflammation of the intestinal tract, 
and among the symptoms observable 
are diarrhoea, convulsions, inflamma- 
tion of the mouth, trembling, pros- 
tration and drowsiness. 


A poisoned bird seeks a dark quiet 
place, will have rough plumage, will 
hold its head close down to the body 
and if badly affected with be found 
in a comatose conditions, and usually 
is discovered too late for successful 
treatment. In fact it is usually use- 
less to attempt to save the life of a 
poisoned bird. Besides, it would \rare- 
ly be worth while making the effort. 

The most common poisons to 
which poultry gain access are, com- 
mon salt, concentrated lye and nit- 
rate of soda. Salt is generally ob- 
tained from brine when pork, beef or 
fish barrels are emptied. Salted meat 
also is sometimes put within their 
reach, even fed to them through ig- 
norance of the fatal effects, concen- 
trated lye is often left about the pre- 
mises where fowls can get at it or 
it gets mixed with their food through 
carelessness,. Nitrate of soda is one 
of the most accessible poisons owing 
fo its use asa fertilizer. 

The best treatment for these pois- 
ons is flaxseed, infused with stimul- 
ants such as strong coffee and bran- 
dy. 


Aresenic, lead, 


copper, zine and 
phosphorus in the form of aris 
Green, London purple, etc., are fre- 
quently fatal to poultry. These and 
similar compounds are used for the 
destruction of insects on the farm. 
The antidote for arsenic poisoning 
would be sulphate of iron, calcined 
magnesia, white of egg and flaxseed 
mucilage, lead and 
phosphorus give large doses of white 
of eggs, musilage:and sugar water. 
Charcoal pills are recommended for 
phosphorus poisoning. 

Among the vegetable poisons ergot 
or rye is one of the most common 
It causes trembling vertigo intoxica- 
tion, coma, weakness and finally gan- 
grene of the comb, beak, tongue and 
limbs. For treatment give coffee, 
brandy, camphor and quinine.

Nature Helps to Kill Insects 


Naturalists Discovered That Each 
Insect Has Particular 
Enemy 


Australia is to receive from us a 
consignment of a certain sort of fly 
which is the natural enemy of the 
blowfly or bluebottle. The'bluebottle 
has become a fearful pest in Australia 
simply because it has no enemies in 
that country, and in 1917 was respon- 
sible for the destruction of three mil- 
lion pounds’ worth of sheep. 

If a sheep gets a cut or sore, the 
blowfly lays its eggs on the raw spot, 
and when these hatch the grubs lit- 
erally eat the unfortunate creature. 

Similar experiments have been 
tried before in the way of exterminat- 
ing man’s insect enemies, and with 
great success. Some years ago the 
Australian scale insect was accident- 
ly inported into California. It at 
once fastened on the orange trees, 
and the destruction was fearful. It 
looked as if the wrange groves of 
California were doomed, for all the 
washes and insecticides proved use- 
less to stay the plague. 

After a while, orange growers, in 
despair, sent a party of naturalists 
to Australia to investigate. They 
found that in Australia the scale in- 
sect was kept down by the cardinal 
ladybird. They collected a hundred 
of these and brought them alive to 
California. From these they bred 
ten thousand, and the next spring 
turned them loose in the orange dis- 
trict. 

Scale disappeared like magic, and 
thousands of trees which had been 
covered with a white leprous growth 
of scale, suddenly assumed new life.

Strong protests against. in¢reased 
freight rates wer voiced by representa- 
tives of he livestock industry before 
the board of railway commissioners 
Thursday. morning. G. W. Gurney, of 


the Eastern Livestock association, said 
that livestock pries were controlled by 
the European market and that if rail- 
way rates went up the consumer would 
ultimately have to pay the increase. 
He dealt with the trouble of the farm- 
ers and livestock breeders in obtain- 
ing labor declaring that the railway 
employee, with his eight hour day, 
was working about half as long as ‘the 
farmer and hig wife. J. L. Walters,

For the first time in the history 
of the United States, the 1920 census 
returns will show. that more persons 
live in the cities and towns than in 
the rural terfitory, officials of the 
census bureau estimated. 

When the final tabulations are 
completed, the officials declared, they 
expect it to be shown that 51 or 52 
percent of the total. population of the 
continental United States reside in 
urban districts. a 

“There has been g very great ten- 
dency towards large increaseg in the 
cities and’ towns, which we cannot 
account for, unless it has come from 
the country,” said Samuel L. Rogers, 
director of the census. “This ten- 
dency towards the cities has been ap- 
parent for some time.” ,

POLES MAKING 


DESPERATE STAND 
AGRINST THE REDS 


Paris.— The situation at Warsaw 
continues most critical. The Russian 
plan of campaign is proving most ef- 
fective. 


It cotisists of delivering suc- 
cessive blows at different points along 
the front line which tend to disorg- 
anize the Polish defence, compelling 
the Polish staff to rush reserves to 
widely separated points. 

The Red northern forces have been 
heavily reinforced and pushed to 
withfa thirty miles of the capitah 
The Poles are making a deseperate 
stand in the deféfice, hastily thrown 
around Pultusk, and although badly 


well supplied with ammunition, they 
are

holding their own, according to 
latest mews reaching Paris. But 
battle is swaying to and fro and 
issue still is in the balance.

Considereble Improvement in School 
Attendance Shown In 
Saskatchewan 
Regina, Sask.—According to Prem- 
icr Martin, the latest reports reach- 
ing the department of education re- 
garding the situation in the Mennon- 
settlement near Swift Current is 
showing a considerable improvement 
and figures for school attendance are 
much higher than last year. 
This change is not the result of any 
change of heart on the part of the 
Mennonites, but comes with the stern 
measures adopted by the govern- 
ment to compel the Mennonites to 
obey the education law of the prov- 
ince.

The resolution adopted ‘hailed with 
Satisfaction the Russian government's 
declaration in favor of the complete 
independence of Poland,” and pledg- 
ed the British Labor Party to resist 
any form of military 
against Soviet Russia.
